Tracy. in the moneth of Ianuary 
Chriſt 15 17. a His farhers name was Calanto 
wins, who was deſcended of the ancient and 


of Ce. This Calamonims, even in his youth, 
was not onely well teſpected, but highly eſtee- 
med, and a familliar friend of that noble Prince 
of Orange, who afcerthe taking and ſacking of 
Rowe, was placed in the roome of the Duke of Borbenz yea his faithful. 
nefle and induſtry was ſo well approved tothe Prince (azoftergimes a+ 
fore, ſo eſpecially)atthe ſiege of Naples, what time jt was aſſaulted by 
Lotrechins, as that afterward, when the Emperour Charles the fifth of 
that name, (who then was at Rowe to receive the Impetiall Crowne, and 
other ornaments of the Empire) did appoint the (aid Prince with cer= 
taine forces, to goe and beſiege the City of Florence; he thought it need- 
tull to take the ſaid Co/antonins with him, for his wiſedome and grave 
counſel]. From whence when that-ſetyice. was ended, hee ſen 
to Ceſar himſelfe, hee did fo wiſely demeane himſelſe in all his affaires, 
and did ſo ſufficiently ſatisfie the Emperour in all things, that he ma: 
good in every point, that worthy — which the Prigce had g 


wrpoſe it to commit to writing the life of @aleaciug Caracclolus / - 
ing rare crm. ef a moſt ſtrange and ſeldome ſcene conflancy in

of him; whereupon he being at that time moſt honourably entertained 
of the Emperour himſelfe, was by him not onely advanced to the 
Rate andl titleof a Matqueſſe, but alſo equally joyned in commiſſion 
with the Viceroy of Naples (for his wiſedome and experience in all 


Kinde of affaires) to bee aſſiſtant unto him, and fellow with him ia ſway- 


ing the Scepter of that Kingdome, In which office and function he ſo 
carried himſelſe, as he wonnethe good will of both ſmall and great, as 


well of the Nobles, as of the Commonalty : yea infomuch as hee was 


deeply inveſted in the fayour of the Emperour Charles, and King Philip 
his fogne. And ſo hee continued in this digaicy till che laſt day of his 
life, which was in the moneth of February, inthe yeare 2542, he being 
himſelſe more than threeſcore and ten yeares of age. 

Such a father, and no worſe had this Galcaciuu. As for his mother, ſhe 
was deſcended of the noble family of the Carafſi;& her own brother was 
afterward * Pope of Rowe. Which Iaffirme not to that end as though 
this in it ſelfe, was any true praiſe or honour to Galeacius, but that his 
love to true Religion, and his conſtancy in defence thereof, (even againft. 
ſuch mighty ones) may appeare the more admirable to all that heate it, 
ag it hereby did to all that knew him: Of which his love to true religion 
wee ſhall ſpeake more anon. 

Galeactus being twenty yeates old, and the onely ſonne of lũs mo- 
ther, who was now deceaicd ; his father C alantenius being defirous to 


com inue his name, to preſerye his houſe and poſterity, and to maintaine 


his eſtate and patrimony, whoſe lands amounted to the ſumme of five 
thouſand pounds a yeate and upvard; did therefore provide him a 
Wife, a Virgin of noble bitth,called Viſtoria, daughter ro the Duke of 
Niuceria, one of the priacipall Peeres of Italy, with whom hee had in 
name of portion or dowrie — thouſand five hundred pounds. H: lived 
with bis wife Viferie unto the yeare 155 1.at Which time hee forſooke 
houſe, family, and country for Religions ſake : and in that time hee had 


| by his wife ſixe children, (foure ſonnes and tWo daughters.) His eldeſt 


ſonne died at Panerma, in the yeare 1577. leaving behinde him one ſon 
and one daughter : the ſonne obtaining by inherit ance the Marqueſdome 
of Vieum, (amo gt divers otherthings) marricd a wife of noble birth 
afore his Grandfather Goleacine died. By whom, as I heare, hee hath 
two childten, to whom this Galeacizs is great Grandfather, 

Now all theſe particulats doe Ithus ſer downe to this end, that the 
per ſe verance of ſo great a man may appeare the bettet by all theſe cir. 
cumftances, which is no lefle than a molt glorious victory over ſo many 
demptation. 9 9 |

O bupreferment at Court, and the firſt occaſion of 
bis converſion, . 


He Marqueſſe Calavtowins ſce in ſo 
his houſe and poſterity, deficing not to preſetve only, but to increaſe 
and augment the dignity of his houſe, ſed therefore that his ſoane 

8 ſhould ſceke further honour and follow the Court. Where. 
fore maling offer of him to the Emperour Charles, hee was molt kind. 
ly entertained into the Emperours houſe ard ſervice, and ſoone after 
was made the Emperours Gentleman-ſewer. In which place and office 
within ſhort time, hee both wonne the fayour of the Nobility, and the 
reſt of the Court, and grewto bee of ſpeciall account even with the 
Emperour himſclfe : for all mens opinion and judgement of him was 
that there was not one of many to bee compared with him, for inno- 
cency of life, l of manners, ſound judgement, and knowled 
of many things. I 2 was in all mens opinions, in the h 
way to all honour and eſtimation : for the Prince whom hee ſerved 
was moſt mighty, and the Monarch of the biggeſt part of the Chrifti. 
an world, But all this was little: for God, the King of Kings, of his 
ſingular mercy and grace did purpoſe to call him to farre greater dignity 
and to more certaine and durable riches, And this ſo great and rate a 
worke did the Lord bring to paſſe, by ſttange and ſpeciall meanet. So 
it was that in thoſe dayes a certaine Spaniard, a noble man, did ſo- 
journe at Naples, who had toname Johannes Walde fins: this Gentle. 
man being come to ſome knowledge of the truth of the Goſpell, and 
eſpecially of the do&rineof luſtification; uſed often to conferre with, 
and to inſtru divers other noble men his companions and familiars, in 
points of Religion, confuting the falſe opinions of our owne inherent 
juſtification, and of the merits of workes, and ſo cenſcquent] 
detectingthe vanity of many Pop! ines, and the fondneſle of their 
ſuperſtitions : by which meanes hee ſo-preyailed, or rather th e Lord 
by him, thatdivert of theſe Noble Gent n tocreepe. out of 
popiſh darkeneſſe, and to perceive ſome light of thetrath : Amorgſt 
theſe, was there one Johannes Franciſcns Ceſarts, Noble Gentleman 
and kinſeman to this our Geleacins. 

Of chis Gentleman firſt of all did Ga/eeriv7 heare divers things

world; yea much to croſſerven his age and eſtate, and courſe of life ; as 
namely of che true m:anes of our juſtification, of the excellene y and 
power of Gods word, of the vanity of the moſt of popiſh ſuperſtitions, 
&c, For Galeaciu eſteemed and uſed this Gentlem in as his familiar 
friead, boch being neere of his blood, and eſpecially for that hee was a 
Gentlemin of very good parts. Now although the ſpceches of this 
Gentleman did not at the firſt fo farre prevaile wick him, as to make 
him fotſake the yanities ofchis life; not wichſtanding it was not altoge- 
ther in vaine: for that God which had ordained him to be a ſpeciall in- 
ſtrument of his glory, wonld no: ſuffet ſo * ſced to periſh, though it 
ſeemed for a time to bee caſt even amongſt thornes: neithet will it bee 
beſide the purpoſe to ſet downe particularly the meanes which ir pleaſed 
God to uſe ſot the wo:king of this ſtrange conyerſian: amongſt which 
tis was one. |

Of the — of his farther Santliſication. 


T that time Peter Martyr Vermilins,a Florentine, was a publike 
Preacher and Reader at Naples. This man was a Canon regular 
(as they callthem)a man ſince then of great name, for his ſingular know - 
ledge in Chriſtian Religion, his godly manners and behayiours, and for 
his ſweet and copious teaching ; for hee afterward caſting 24 his 
monkes cowle, and renouncing the ſuperſtitioas of Poperie, hee ſhone 
{o brightly in Gods Church, that hee diſperſed and ſttangely drove 
away thedarkeaefle and miſts of Popery. Galeacius was once content 
atCeſerta his motion to bee drawneto heare Peter Martyrs Sermon z 
yet not ſo much for any defire hee had to learne, as moved and rickl:d 
with a curious humour, to heate ſo famous a man as then Martyr was 
accounted, At that time Peter Martyr was in hand with Pauls fitſt E. 
piltleto che Cormebians, and 23 hee was ſhewing the weakeneſle and 
deceictulineſle ofthe judgement of mans reaſon in ſpirituall things, as 
likew ie the power and efficacy of the Word of God, in thoſe men in 
whom the Lord worketh by his ſpiric ; amongſt other things hee vied 
this ſimily or compariſon : Ifa man walking in a large place, ſee a farce 
oft men and women danciog together, and heate no ſoand of iuſtrument, 
hee will judge them mad, or at leaſt fooliſh; but if he come ncerer them, 
and perceive their order, aud heare their muſicke, and matcke their mea 
ſures and their coutſas, hee will then bee of another minde, and nor on- 
'y rake delight infeciog them, but feel a deſite in himſelſe to beare 
; | them 


them company and dance with them. Even the ſame (ad CIaryr)- 
betides many men, whe when they behold in others a ſudda ine and 
t change of their lookes, apparell, behaviour, and whole courſe of 
ife; at the firſt ſight they impute it to melancholy, or ſome other fooliſh 
humour; but if they looke more narrowly intothe matter, and begin to 
heare and perceive the haimony and fweet conſent of Gods fpiric, and 


his Word in them, (by the joynt power of which two, this cha 
was made and wrought , which afore they accounted folly) then 
they change their opinion of them, and firſt of all begin to like 


them, and that change in them, and afterward feele in themſe ves a 

motion and deſire to imitate them, and to bee of the numberot ſuch men, 

who forſaking che world and his vanities, doe thinke that they ought to 

reforme theit lives by the rule ofthe Goſpell, that ſo they may come to 

true and ſound holineſſe.

Ve when this ſudden alteration of this noble und young Galeac ius 
was ſeene and perceived in Naples, it can bee ſcarce ſet do vwne how 
greatly it amazed his old comp ions, which as yet cleaved to the world 
and to the affections of the fleſh: many of them able to tender no caule 
elit, could not tell what to ſay of itʒſome judged it but amelancholike 
8 3, paſſion p 
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peſſioa; others thought it plaine follie, and feared he would become ſnn - 
ple and doting, and that his wit began by ſome meane to bee 
cmpaired,, Thus every one gave his verdiRt and cenſure of him, but all 
wondred, and doubted what it would turne to. But the botter ſort of 
men and ſuch as feared God, and had their mind enlightned with ſome 

knowledge of religion, as they wondred no leſſe to fee ſo = A 


in ſogteat a man, ſo likewiſe they were ſurprized with excce- 


ding joy to ſee it: for they were perſwaded that God had ſome great and 


extraordinary worke in it; that a young Gallamt, nohle man of ſuch 
wealth, and honout as he was, living in ſuch delight and p'eaſures, in ſo 
generall a tion of life, both in court and countrey, bur eſpecially 
chis age, nobility, wealth and honour being joyned with the wanton de- 
lic iouſneſſe of the courtly life : I ſay that ſuch a man ſhould be endued 
with the ſpirit of holineſſe, and ſo ſa tre affected with Repentance, as that 
he ſhould contemne all thoſe in reſpe of heaven; they eſteemed of it 
(as it was indeed) a rate matter and ſeldome ſeene in the world : and 
therefore they greatly rejoyced at it, and ptaiſed the Lord on his behalfe, 
Amongſt thoſe men that thus rejoyced at his converſion, was one Mar- 
ens Antonius Flaminins a (cholar 4 an excellent Poet, 
as his paraphraſe on the Pſalmes, and other very good Poems doe ſuffi- 
ciently teſtifie. Galeacins about this time received a letter from this Fa- 
ini, wherein hee did congta'ulate, ard rejoyce with him, for the grace 
and gift of God, which was beſtowed on him in his conve ſion. This 
letter I thought to inſert into the body of this ſtory, (as being 
worthy of no leſſe) to the end that it might bee a witneſſe in times to 
come, of the good opinion which ſuch mea had conceived of him, who 
knew the foundation of true juſtification, though they were yet poſſeſſed 
with other errours, as about the Sacraments, and of the Maſſe, &c. 
Which alas as yet they were not able to diſcerne of, as after by the greater 
grace of God this Galeacia did. The copy of the letter is this,

ich in Chriſt Jeſus, and a holy life. As much greater as this blefſing1s, ſo 
much the more holy & ſincere ought your life tobe, and ſo much the more 
uprightly are you to walk with your God; leſt that yourt that is, 
riches, pleaſutes, and bonours, ) ſhould choke the ſeede of the Goſpell 
whichis ſowne in you. For this I am ſure of, that God hath begun ſome 
great worke in you, which he will finiſh to the glory ofhis one name 
and will bring to paſſe; that as heretofore you had care ſo to live a No- 
ble man am oble men, that you might obſerye the decorum and 
maintaine the ignity of nobility : ſo hereafter that you may employ. 
your whole ſelfe in this, that you may defend and uphold the honour and 
dignity of the children of God; whoſe duety it is to aime at the perfecti- 
on of their fathet. with all endeyours ; and in their life upon the earth to 
reſemble that holy and heavenly liſe, which they ſhall lead in the 
world to come. Call to minde my good Lord) iu all your 
. words aud deeds, that wee aregraced with this honour to bee made the. 
ſornes of God by Jcſus Chriſt : fox that meditation will by the helpe of 
the holy Ghoſt, worke this care in us, that wee neyer commit any thing, 
unwerthy of that holy name of Chrift, by which wee are called.

being ſo were it not folly and madneſſe to diſpleaſe ſuch a God, to 
pleaſe ſo fond a world ? It were a ſhamefull thing if a wiſe ſhould ende- 
your to pleaſe other men, rather than ber husband. How much more 
then unworthy is it ifourſoules ſhon'd rather ayme to pleaſe the vaine 
world, tuantheit moſt holy ſpouſe Chriſt Jeſus ? If the onely ſonne of 
Sad was contem, not onely to bee reviled, yea, and ſe ; burteven 
do die upon the croſſe as a curſed malefactor, and all for us: why 
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he hath elected: that ſo out faith being fruitfull of good workes, may 


ſhould not wee much more beare patiently the taunts and mockes, yea 


even the ſlande ts of Gods enemies? Let us therefore arme our ſelves as it 
were with a holy ptide, and (in a ſort)ſcotne and laugh at their mockes : 
and purting upon us mercy e e 28 the feeling members of Chriſt, 
let us bewaile fo great blindneſſe in them, and ler us intreat the Lord for 
them, to pull them out ofthat palpable darkenefle inte his true and mat- 
vellous light, leſt Satan binde them to himſclfe in bis everlaſting i- 
ſhip;and ſo being his bordſlaves, and hired ſworne ſervants of hisblacke 
td, doe ſend them out to perſecute Jeſus Chriſt in his members. 
Vhich when they have done all they can, and all that the devill their 
Maftercan teach them, though the devill himſelfe ſhould burſt with 
malice, and they for anger grinde their teeth; yer ſhall italltend to the 
magnifying of Gods glory, which they labour to obſcure, and co the 
furtherance of their 2 whom they ſe diſdained: yea to the in- 


creaſe oftheit glory in a better world, whom in this world they thought 


worthy of nothinę, but of all diſgrace. And ſurely (my moſt honourable 
Lord) bee that is poſſeſſed with the certaintie of thus faith, will without 
doubt make open warte with the corrupt affectiors of his owne nature, 
and with all the world, yea even with the devill himſelſe; and will not 
doubt but in time even to overcome them all. Therefore let us humble 
out ſelyes to out God and Father ever laſting, that hee would increaſe 
that faith in us, and bring forth in us thoſe moſt bleſſed and ſweet fruits 
of faith in our hearts and lives, which he uſeth to worke in them whom 


appreareto be notafaigned,buratruefaith not a dead, but a living faith:

Which holy image of grace, as it is beautifull and plorious in all Gods 
Saints ; ſo in you (my good Lord) ie hall be ſo much more glorious, in 
as much as you goe before others in birth, Nobility, honour, and high 
place. O what a pleaſant ſight is it to all true Chriftian men yea to 
che Angels; yea how acceptable to the Lord himſelfe, ro behold a man 
of your place and eſtate, fo farreto forget the world and dene himſelf; 
ſodeeply to conſiderthe ftailty of hizowne nature, and the vanity of all 
tempotall things, as to ſay with Chridt, 7 aw a worme aud no man: and to 
cry out with David,twrnethy face to me aud haver:rcy pon me, for I am 
deſolate and poore; O happy and true rich man, which hath attainedro 
this ſpirituall and heavenly poverty, and can give a farewell to himſelfe, 
andthe world, and all things that he hath for Chriſts ſake, and can freely 
renounce and forſake catnall reaſon, humane learning company and coun. 
ſell of friends, wealth, honours, lord(hips, pleaſures of all ſorts, delight 
ofthe court, high places and preferments, dignitie and offices; yea fayour 
of Princes; yea hisowne ſelfe] How welcome fhall hee bee to Chrift, 
which can deny all choſe for Chriſts ſake ? Such a one may go for a foole 
in the world ; but he ſhall bee of the Almighties counſel! : ſuch a man 
knoweth thatfelicity conſiſts not in any thing that this world can afford, 
and therefore inthe middeſt of all his wealth and abundance, he crieth out 
to God as though he had nothing, even out of the feeling of his heart; 
Grove # this day eur dayly Bread, Such a man preferreth the rebuke of 
Chriſt before the honour of the world, and the afflictions of Chriſts reli. 
gion, before the pleaſures of the world: and becauſe hee deſpiſeth all 
things in reſpect of Chriſt, and his riphteouſneſſe, and is poſſeſſes and 
grounded with Gods ſpirit ; therefore he we; with trucioy of heart with 
the kingly Prophet; The Lord is my Shepherd. ther re I can want net l ing 
nei her will I feate hun get or any outward thing, hee feeds mee in greene 
aſlures, & leads me forth beſide the water of comfort.

Y thisand other holy meanes Galeacius was confirmed in the doct- 
tine of the truth, and went forward conſtantly in the courſe of Gods 
calling, and the way of godlineſſe. Bat the more * hee went 
on, the more hercely che Devill raged . him by his cemprations , 
eudevouriag thereby to hinder him in that happy courſe: yea and if it 
were poſſible to drive him backe againe, which courſe hee commonly 
takes againſt thoſ: who have propounded to themſelves to tame the re- 
bellion ofthe ſleſh, and to relinquiſh the vanities of the world, And firſt 
of all his zealous courſe of his in Religion procured him an infinit number 
of mockes, and made him ſubject to moſt vile ſlandets; yea made him 
incurte the hatred of a great number, but eſpecially did he herein diſpleaſe 
and vex his father as one that was not onely of a contrary religion, but one 
whoonely intended the honour of his houſe, and the ad vancing of his 
fierity, which in reſpect of Religion Caleac ius cared not for at all: and 
therefore he did often ſharpely chide him, and charged him with his fa. 
ther ly autheritie,to put a way thoſe melancholly conceits (as hetearmed 
them.) No doubt but this was moſt grie vous to him, who alwaies was 
moſt tubmifle and obed ient to his father. Bur another griefe did more in- 
Wardly afflict him, which was in te ſpect of his wife Vitoria. Who 
though ſhee was al wairs a mol? kind and dutifull wife, as alſo very wiſe, 
yet ſhe would by ro mcanes yeeld to this motion and change of Religion; 
dec auſe ſheethapghet ard feared it would breed infamie and reproch, to 
her ſel fc and her heut; aud therefore was continually working on him b 
all mea nes and deviſes ſhe could: labouring to move him by reares an 
complaints, and by all Kinds of intreaty that a wife could uſe to her hus- 
band : and withall ſometimes urgirg him with ſuch vaire and fond tea. 
100s 4% commonly women of that Religion ate furniſhed withall. What 
a vexation this was, and hat an impediment to his converſion, ſuch may 
judge calily, who ate cumbted with husbands or M ives of a contrary te- 
igen. And no liteſe griete and temptation was it to him, beſides alltheſe 
that the maſt part ofthe noble men in and about be (being cher of 
hia blood, ot kindred, or hufamiliar fticud:) fed contumaliy to refore un- 
to him, to follow their old and ordinary ſports and pleafires, Alas how 
ned a chung was It to ſhake off all theſe on a ſuddc, and to take upon 
him

hien a dlrect contrary courſe of life to that hee had led with them aſote 3 
which he muſt needs doe if he would goe on as hee had begun? And fur- 
ther, it was no little yexation to his ſoule to live in the Court, When his 
office and place called him thereunto: for there hee might heare of any 
thing rather than of Religion: and nota word by any meanes of Gods 

Word, but tale enough of common and worldly preferments and plea- 
ſures, and deviſing of meanes for the maſt cruell handling and diſpatch. 
ing out of the way all ſuch as ſhould depart from the Romiſh faith, Any. 
Chriſtian heart may eaſily conceive how deeply thoſe — 
hinderances vexcd his righteous ſoule in this his courſe towards God: in- 


ſomuch as a thouſand to one, my had turned him backe againe ; and 
r ana they had done ſo indeed, had not God aſſiſted him with ſpe» 
cla graces, | |

Vt above all theſe, Satan had one aſſault ſtrongeſt of all, whereby he 

| attempted to ſeduce him fromthe ttue and ſincere Religion of God. 
About that time the Realme of Naples was ſore peſtied with Artians and 
Anabaptiſts: whe daily broched their herehes. amongſt the common 
people,colouring them over with glorious (hewes, Theſe tcllowesper- 
ceiving Galeacins not fully ſetled as yet in Religion, nor yet ſufficiently 
grounded in the ſcriptute, tried all meanes they could to intangle him in 
their etrours and blaſphemous fancies ; wherein the mighty work of God 
was admirable towards him: for hee being a youth a gentleman, but a 
meane ſcholar, and little ſtudied, and but lately entred into the ſchoole of 
Chriſtian Religion; who would have thought that evet he uld have te- 
ſiſted and eſcaped the ſnares of thoſe heretikes, many of them being 
great and grounded ſcholats, and throughly ſtudied in the Scripture ? Not- 
wicthftanding, by the fincere ſimplicity and plaineneſſe of Gods truth, and 
the inſpiration ofthe holy Ghoſt, hee not onely deſcried the ſondneſſe of 
their hereſies but even untied the knots, and braketheir nets, and delivered 
himſclfc, and mightily confutedthem : yea ſuch was the working of God, 
as being ſometime ia their meetings, hee way ſtrongly confirmed in the 
doctrine of the truth by ſeeing and heating them, Thus by Gods mercy - 
he cſcaped and was conquerour in this fight. 
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But the deyiil had not fo done with him, for another and more dan- 

-rous battell preſentiy followed. The Waldeſianzof whom wee ſpake 
— were at that time in Naples in good number. With them did ga- 
leatin; daily converſe, their courſes of life and ſtudy being not farre un. 
like. Theſe Diſciples of Halde knew as yet no more in Religion but 
the point of Juſtificarion : and miſſiked eſchewede ſome abuſes in 
Popery ; and neyerthelefle Rill | Popifh Churches; heard Maſ. 
ſes, and were ordinarily at vile Idolatries. Galeacius for a time 


converſed with theſe men, ard followed their way: which courſe 


doubtleſſe would have ſpoiled bim, as it did a great fort of them; who 
afcerwards _ taken and committed for the truth, were eaſily brought 
to recant their Religion, becauſe they wanted the chicfa and the moſt cx. 
cellent points, not were not ſuffic iently ſetled : and yet afterwards againe, 
not dering to forſake their hold in Juſtification ; and therefore c omming 
to it againe, were taken as relapſers and backfliders, and put to extreame 
tor ments and cruglldeath, In the like danger had Ga/eacins beene, but 


chat the good providence of God otherwiſe diſpoſed, and better provi- 


ded for him: for his office and place that hee bare in the Emperours 
Court, called him into Germany, and fo withdrew him from his 
companions the Waldefians : for the Lord had a greater worke to 
worke in him than the Waldeſians were able to teach him: for there in 
Germany hee learned (chat hee never knew afore) that the knowledge of 
the truth of Juſtification was not ſufficiene for ſal vation; whileſt in 
the meane time a man wittingly defiled himſelfe with Idolatry, 
which the Scripture calls ſpirituall 'whoredome 7 and of no man did 
hee reape more ſound and comfortable inſtruction than of Peter (Mar- 
yr, of home ſpake afore, whom God had lately called out of Ir 
and confirmed kim in the truth. This Aartyr in ed Galereimeiound- 
ly, in the way of the truth, and made it plaineunto him, by private 
conferences as well as publike reading : for hee was at that time pub. 
like profeſſor of Divinity at Stranrbourgh in Germany, Galeacing fur. 


mſhed with thoſe holy inſtruct ions, returned to Napler, and preſently. 


relorting to his companions, the Waldeſians, amongi other points, con- 
terred with them about the eſchewing of Idolatry, and delivered his 
j 1dgement therein. But they not induring ſcarce to heare it, preſently: 
tor ſooke him, for they would by no meanes entertaine that doctrine, 
which they knew was ſure to bring upon them afflictions, perſecutions, 
loffe of goods and honours, or elſe would cauſe them to ke country, 
houſe, and land, wife, and childe, and fo — threatned a miſera- 
ble eſlate to the profeſſor thereof. Now thisrheir forſaking of him, and 
telling him of the davger of this profeſſion was another ſtrong temptati-

Alas ſhall 1 chus leave him in 
ſuch a fea of troubles ; and ſhall I bee the onely meanes to firike into 
his heart the deepeſt wound of griefe that yet ever pierced him iu all 
his life ? This my departure is ſute to make my ſelſe the obloquy 
of the world : yea, to e -

great a griefe, but rather he muſt necds be ſwallowed up of it, and ſo 
with woe and miſery end his life ?

lowChriſt. Shee was now as hee washimſelfe in the prime of youth, a 
Lady of greatbirth, faire, wiſe and mode? ; but her love and loyalty to 
her husband ſurpaſſed all. How was it poſſible patiently to leave ſuch a 
wife,ſo that his perplexed mind diſcourſed on this faſhion when he lookt 
on her: And ſhall I fo, yea ſo ſuddenly, and fo unkindly leave and for- 
ſake my wife, wy moſt deere and loving wife, the onely joy of my 
heart in this world, my companion and partner in all my griefe and la- 
bout: the augmenter of my joy, the leſſener of my woe?

A ND thus (to retutne againe to our ſtory ) Galeacius ſetled him- 

ſelfe downe at Geneve asat A joyfull reſtiog place, But when the 
de wes of fo ſudden and Rrange a departure ; and fo wilfull an exile 
came to Naples, and were made knowac in the Emperours Court: it 
would ſcarce be belceved or thought, how ſtrangely it affected and mo- 
ved all that heard it. All men wondred at it, and the moſt could net 


de perſwaded it was fo; but when it was certainely knowae and out of 


doubt, ii was trangeto ſee, how every mangave his yerditof the matter: 
ſome one way, ſome an other, as the courſe of men in ſuch caſes is. But 
above all, it ſo abaſhed and aſtogiſhed his one friends and family, that

come home -againe ; and thereby checre up his old father, and 
| make happy againe his unhappy wife; bee a comfort to his diſtreſſed 

children, a reioycing to his kinsfotkes, and to the whole city of Naples, 
and ſave his whole houſe, and ity from that extreame ruine, which 
ctherwiſe it wouldbe ſure to fall into. Thus this Gemleman was diſpat- 
ched away and haſted to Gcva, with great hope for their ant i nt and 
and faithfull love to ha ve ptevailed with Galeacins, Where by the way 
ute ate to remember that Gaſracia did al wales ſo love him, that the 
gemleman was not ſo ſotrow full for his departure : but Galearius was 
Z uch more ſorrowfull chat he could not inne him to have gode with 
lin, in this holy pilgrimage for religions ſake? but he ſo much feared 
to have beene hindred bimfſe)fe, that heedurſt not deale with this Fee 
ileman his deareſt coſ no nor with his wife, to petſwade them to have 


gore with him, The gentleman comming to Genevs inquired after 


Calcacims, At that time Galeacime dwelt in an ordinary and meane houſe

which hee had taken to his owneuſe, having no more attendance, but 

onely two ſetyants: the n — fored him our, and preſented 
himſcife into his ſight: It had beene a pittifull ſpectaele to have ſcene the 
mceting of thoſe two gentlemen : their firſt meeting and imbtacings 
werenothing at all, but ſighes and ſobs, and teares, and unurterable ſignes 
of griefe : ſuch uaſpeakeable forrow did their naturall affect ions 
breed mthem, that for divers houres they could not ſpeake a word one 
to other: but at laſt the gentleman, burning in deſite to inioy againe his 
deateſi Ga/eacius, butſt forth into ſpeeches, and mixing teares and ſobs 
with every word, delivered his letters, till he g>uld come to more liber- 


| ty of ſpeech :and at laſt having obtained of his affections leaye toſpeake 
he added to his letters, exhortations, ſtrong perſwaſions, earneſt intrea - 


ties, and withall plenty of teares, that hee would have reſpe& to the o- 
verthrew of his houſe, the griefe of his old father, the deſperate eſtate 
of his wife and children, the continuall complaints made by all his friends 
and kinsfo]ks: all which not withſlanding were not ſopaſt cure, but that 
yet they might bee remedied by his returne againe, I his was the ſub- 
farce of is meſſige. Gi] tal ag not long timeto adviſe hi mſelfe in 
this which the world would thinke fo wajghtyacale, addteſſed bim im- 
medtarely this anſwer in briefe: that he perceived very well all to be true 
that he { id hut as for his departure it was not[done raſhly, nor upon any 
fond coceit, but upon marure deliberation ;hat the Lord was the author 
ofthe action, that Gods grace was the cauſe movinghim, and the mene 
hereby hee brought it to paſſe which grace of God, hee ſa id, had ope - 
ned his eyes, and enlightened his mind with the knewledge of the 
th and made him (ce and diſcerne the coſenages, and ſuperſtitions, and 
Idolatty of Popery, which by an impious and ſactilegious deſtribution 
devidetn the glory of God ( which 1s incommunicable) and imparteth 
the lane with tained and filthy Idols : he likewiſetold him that he wel) 
torclaw allthe infamies and m ſeties which would enſue upon this his 
convctfion: and all danger and damage which thereby his houſe and 
chüdten were likely to incutte. But hee ſaid, that ſeeing one ofthoſe 
mult needs bee choſen, either to ſtay at home with a conſcieuce burde- 
ned wich a heavy heape of errors and ſuperſtitions piled together by the 
Netw tic of ſatantart, and every moment to ſinne againſt the Majeſty fo - 
Ge ſo many thouſand waies ; or elſe to lea ve his houſe, his goods his 
lamily, his cou try, yea the world and all the glory of it, and thereby 
putchaſe liberty ot conſcience to ſetve the Lord according to his word: 
that therefore hee te ſolved of the two evils to chuſe the lefle, & of the ewo 
moe to chooſe the gicater,and. rather to ſhut his cies at all theſe, then the

Saviour Chrift: who faith, Tha man tc not morthy to bee bis diſciple» 
who leaverh net father and mother, and children, and br ethren, and fers; 
yea and his owne life , in compariſon of bim. And this hee ſaid was the 

cauſe , why he did forſake parents, and wife, and children, and all his 
friends , and had renounced all his wealth and dignitles : becauſe hee 


V ich true contentation and perfect peace of conſcience, aime and aſplxe at 
that — which Chriſt hath ptepared for all his children: 
yea he concluded, that his want was abundaner, his poverty pleaſant, and 
his meane eftarc honourable ja his eyes, along as e endured them for 
theſe.condirions, | | 
This his anſwer was as hardly entertained of his kinſman,as it Was un- 
looked for a fore ir came: bur ſeeing he could not reply with any realon, 
nor anſwer him with any ſhew of argument; and perceived it hard, or 
rather impoſſible to remove the man one jot from his reſolution; forthar 
he had grounded it, not on any reaſon or will of man, but upon the holy - 
word of God, and his powerfull and unteſiſtable calling; therefore with a 
ſorxowtfull heart he held his tongue, bitterly —_— within him 
ſc]fe of his ſo hard hap», and uncomfortable ſucceſſe: and ſo reſolved to 
returne home againe ; heartily wiſhing that he had never taken that jour- 
ney in hand: and ſo at laſt he went indeed and tooke his leave of his be- 
loved Galeaciu, but not without plenty of teasres on boch fides , wich 
many a wofull crie and pitifull farewelſ. And no marvell: for beſides 
neerenes of blood; their læenc ſſe in manners and daily converſation to- 
n<ther had linked them in a ſure bond of friendfhip : but there wanted 
in one ofthern the ſureſt linke in that chaine, that is, Religion, aud ſo it 
could not hold: and therefore the world pulling one of them from 
Chriſt, and Chriſt pulling the other of chem from the world: ſothele two 
fricads left each other, being in feate ne vet to ſee one the other againe.

Of his ceſent returne to Naples without ſucceſſe and how Caleacius was 
proclaimed iraitour for his departure 


- if Nd thus at laſt he came home to Naples with heavie cheare, Whoſe 


approch being heard of, chere was running on all fides to heare 


good acwes: but when he had delivered his meſſage ; alas hew all their 


orrow was redoubled upon them; and how his father, wife, children, 
and all his friends were overwhelmed with griefe : and the rather, be- 
cauſe azatthe ſame time an edict was publiſhed, herein Geleacine was 
proclaimed guilty of high treaſon : and therefore all you. = comming 
to him by his mother, were confiſcate, and himſclfe, and all his poſteri- 
ty utterly cut off and excluded from all right of ſucceſſion in his fathers 
Marqueſdome ; which thing (above all other) grievouſly affected the 
old Marqueſſe, and gtieved the good old man at the very heart ; the ad- 
vanc ing and honouring of his polterity being the onely thing he aimed at 
all his life, Whereupon he bethought himſelfe as old as he wasto make 
a journey to («ſar the Empetour, and thereby if it were poſſible to pre- 
vent this miſchiefe ; purpoſing to make but this ſuite to his Majeſty, that 
his ſonnes departnre from the Roman Church, might not prejudice nor 
hinder the ſucceſſion and honour of his children and poſterity , but that 
he himſclfe might onely beare the punifhment of his one fault.

Of the ſecond meaxeruſed to recall hing: hu father ſemt for him to come 
and meet him at Verona; but all he conld doe by himſelfe = 
er ether ewhom he ſet en, prevailed nothing at al. 


Nd whulſt he was refolvine of this purpoſe , he bethought him of 
A another remedy and meanes, whereby he hoped to rem ve his 


lone mind from his purpoſe , and withdraw him fromthe company of 


theſe hereticks of Cercva, as hee and the world accounted of them. 
Therefore in haſt he d Mparched away a meſſenger with letters to his ſon, 


commanding him by the authority of a father to meet him at a certaine 


day ap imted at the city of Ferona in the dominion of the Veneti ins; 
at whichtowne he ptomiſed to [tay for him, as he went toward Ce. 
xy to the Emperour: and for his ſonnes more ſecuritie, he procured a ſafe 
conduct fromthe Duke and Scignory of Venice ; that his ſonne might

and come without danger of life or liberty. Ga/tacime receiving the 
$, and being reſolved by bis owre , and them to whom 
he imparted the mauer, hat he might nor any way with good conſcience 
diſobey ſo reaſonable a requeſt and laufull a commandement of his fa- 
ther, anſwered that he would goe; although be ſeared that by this mee- 
ting, and talke of his father and him, his fathers minde would but bee 
more vehemently exaſperate againſt him: for hee firmely reſolved afore 
he went, that all therhreatnings , entreaties, counſels, and 
that his father could deviſe : ſhould not ſtirre him one inch from that 
courſe of Religion, whereby he had begun to ſervethe Lord. With this 
ſe he departed Gene va, Aprilis 19,153. furniſhed with hea ven- 
y fortitude, aſſiſted with the prayers of the Church, and armed with 
conſiancie , and withthe ſword of Gods word; whereby hee hoped to 
ſuftaine and beat backe all the darts of temprations whe: eby he knew bo 
ſhould be aſſaulted. Comming to Verona, there he found the Marqueſſe 
his father, who received and uſd him kindly, though he could not but 
manifeſt in his countena ce the inward ard priefe of his heart. Af. 
tera few ſalutations, the father began with all his cunning to deale with 
him about his returne bome agaiue, laying open to the full that perpetu- 
all infamy , which was ſure to fall on his houſe and * „ unleſle 
that Galaacias did pte vent ſo great a miſchieſe: — be) thou 
eaſily mayeſt doe, and of right thou oughteſt to doe : and I knowthou 
wilt doe, if there be in thee bur one ſparke of naturall aſſection to father, . 
wife, ot childten. Galeaciu the ſonne with ſuch reverence as was due to 
his father, anſwered wit hall ſubmiſſion, that his bqd y and eſtate is his fa. 
thers, but his conſcience is the Lords: and tels him he can by no meanes 
returne home, but he ſhould make ſhipracke of a good conſeſence: he 
proves it to him by good reaſons, and ſich as his fat het could not reſiſt; 
and ther fote humblie intreats his father, that ſceing his deſite is _ o 
obey the Lord, and fave his ſoult; that the /efore he would not urge him 
to teſpect more the good eſtate of his children , then the glory of God, 
and his owe ſoules health. The Matqueſle perceived hee laboured in 
vaine to remove his ſonne from his reſolution, which he judged to bes 
nothing but a perverſe ſtudborineſie the Cathohke Religion as he

to him of his journey to the Emperour; fir! — fam a 
him that he hould not — Genevs, but abide in — 4 he 
hag obtained his ſuite at the Em hand, and was out of 
Germany , Which thing Geleacize promiſed ad for hee a- 
bode in [tely untill A.guſt : at what time he bad notice that his father 
had prevailed in his ſuit before the Emperour, During which time,

one Hieronimms Fracaſtorims , à notable Philoſopher, Phyſitian, ama 


poet (being procured and ſet on by the Marqueſſe) dealt with Geleacime 


with all his might and cloquence,to perſwade him to yeeld to his father; 
adding withall, that that new ſect (as he termed) was falſeand deceitfull, 
and not worthy to be beleeved. C aleac ius heard all he could ſay, and an- 
ſwered him point by point: and finally, by the pure ſimpliciry of the 
word of God , he ſatisſied him (though he was both wiſe and learned) 
that he willingly held histongue; and at laſt friendly entreated him, that 
he would not be angrie for that his importunitie ad boldneſſe with him.

Of bis returne toGeneve , where he founded and ſetled a forme of diſci- 


pline in the Italian Church. 


Hus Caleaci hearing of his fathers ſucceſſe, returned with a joy - 

full heart cowards Geneva; for that he ſaw his father delivered 
fiom che feare of that infamy, which the confiſcation of his goods, 
and forfeicure of his lands, might have brought upon his family: and 
therefore he hoped he would be the leſſo moved againfthim. Whereup- 
on ſetkug himſclfe downe againe at Geneve, and deviſing how to ſpend 
his time in doing good: he began to conſider ſetioufly of ſetling the di- 
ſcipline in the Church of the Italians, which was then at Geneva (for 
thicher had a greatnumber of /ra/ians tranſported themſelves and their 
families for religion fake , flying che tyranny of the unholy inquiſition) 
And about that time it fellout fitly that Calvine going Embaſſadour 
from Gerevs to Baſi in cafes of Religion and other maters; entreated 
Calcacens to beate him company: whereunto he wilingly condeſcended. 
At Bafil he found an Italian cal led Celſas, whoſe right name was Maxi- 
william, and vas deſcended of che noble houſe of the Eatles of Aſurtinergo 
ta this man had got a great name in Ita amonęſt the Papiſis tor 
his eloquency and ſpeech , and lately by the mercy of God was eſcaped 


out ofthe mire of * ſuperſtitions. Galcacing 5 glad of him, per- 


Iwaded him to breake off the purpoſe that he had for England , and goe 
to C With him, where he might live in the felt@wſhip of a great 


 bumber of his countrey men Italian and enjoy the benefit of the compa. 


ny, conferenceand familiarity of many worthy men, but eſpecially the 

moſt ( eet acquaintance of that great Calvin and all thoſe with the ſiber- 

ty ot a good conſcience. The good gentleman yeelded,and fo they com- 
ming to Geaeve by theit induſtry and good meanes (together with the 

helpe and ditection of Calvin in alltlunge) that forme of diſcipline was 
eſtabli-

expound the word of God, and to adminiſter the Sacraments that 
Chriſt let behind him, and to watch over that flocke and people: cer. 
tame Elders were joyned as aſſiſtamt to him, to whom was commited 
the care of the Church, to looke to the puritic of doctrine and life iu all 
eſtates; the principall of the Elders was Galeaciau bimſelte unto whom 
the honour is due of bringing to paſſe ſo worthy an enterpriſe, and the 


rather for that by his authority, diligence, and watchfull care, he pte. 


ſerved the ſame in good and ſure eſtate all his life time; and aſter him it 
hath continued, being derived to others, to the great good and profit of 
many joulcs.

upon inſue than hee could rerceive : ſothat hee ſtood a un- 
reſolved in his owne reaſon what to doe ; therefore in this extream 
hee denyed himſclfe, and renounced his owne wit, and in humbl 
and fervent prayer betooke bimſelfe in this difficultie tothe bleſſing and 
direction of his God and Saviour, the authour and true fountaine of 
wiſedome and conſtancie: humbly craving of the Lord to aſſiſt him 
with his holy ſpirit, that in this extreamitie hee might adviſe and reſolve 
of the beſt and ſafeſt courſe , for Gods glory, and bis owne ſound come 
fort. (O how truely ſuog that ſweet firger of [ſreel King David, when 
hee ſaid, How bappy God, for God will

teach them the way they ſbould walks ! ) Galeacims fourd it moſt true in 
his owne experience; for upon this his ſubmiſſion and prayer, the Lord 
from heaven reſolved him in this ſore , That ſeeing the Pope did (Anti- 
chriſt- like) directly oppoſe himſelfe ro Chriſt, and his Religion and 
Church; that therefore hee might by no meanes ſue for , or accept an 
fayour at his hand, nor bee by any meanes bebolding to him at all, 
Becauſe what ſhew of ſervice ſcever was done to him Erde enemie of 
Chriſt , ſeemed to be taken from Chriſt himſeife, Further, Gods ſpi- 
rit perlwaded him it carried too great a ſhewof Apoſtacie, ot back= 
ſliding; to forſake the companie of godly profeſſours, and the fellow. 
ſhip of Cxtiſts Church ; and to live amongſt Idolaters in the midft of 
all abominations. The ſame ſpirit of God fer before his eyes that ſcan- 
dall and offence , Which this fact of his would breed in the mindes of 
the faithfull: which would thinke that hee had taken his farewell at 
Religion, and would now ſhake hands, and renew his acquaineance 
with his old friend the world : that hee had lightly eff the ſpiri· 
tuall bleſſings and heavenly je wels, of graces, which God diſtribu- 
teth daily in his Chu xch; and would now bers ke himſelfe 2gaine to the 
old affectious of his fl: ſu. The ſame ſpitit reſolved him , that thus t 
forſake the ordinatie meancs , and deprive himſelfe of the true uſe of 
che word and Sacraments, and to live m a place Where was gothing but 
Idolatrie, was to tempt God in the higheſt degree.

Galeacrm here e and expected his 5 aw Adriations- i 
wife : but at that time ſhee came not as ſhee had promiled, and bee N 
expected. Vet hee could never learne the cauſe of her ſtaying as that 
time, nor what it vas that moved her {2 to diſappoint him; yet t | 
ſhe came not herſeife (he ſent two of her eldeſt ſonto their father;zwholſe 
fght wag mt welcome, and their company moſt comfortable to Galea» 
cim: but one way It gtie ved him the more; becauſe the ſighrand com- 
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pony eſpeclally hee had taken ſo long a jJourrey : therefore ſendjugthem 
Nabe — againe, he . ſorrowfull ts Gezeve. Where 
hee had refted but a few daies, but another packet of letters came po- 
ples pany his wife, beſecching him not to thinke muchat her former 
negligence, and to vouchſafe once againe to come to the fame place; 
where, Without all faile, he would molt gladly attend him, and folemn 
ly vowed with large proteſtations ſhee would not diſappoint him. The 
requeſt way very unte ſonable, and it was a hard caſe for Galcacim thus 
to ſpend his time, and weary his minde and body in ſo and dange» 
rous icurneyes, and to fo little purpoſe as hitherto hee had. Notwirh- 
ſanding, one thing moved him to yeeld even to this motion alſo; name» 
ly.a perfwaſion that he had, that when he firſt forſooke hiscounyry, hee

And ſo obtaining for his bettet ſecurity in going and reruraing 
2 paſport or ſa fe · conduct from the high Court of Maria; hee depat- 
ted from Geneys the ſeventh of March, in the yeate 1558, and came to 
Lefins in Da/matia, over againſt Ficwm: where hee had iatel i 
thatthe Marqueffe his father, his wife, his children, and his uncles fanne 
(hee of whom wee heard before ) were alteady come to VUieww, with 
purpoſe to have beene by that time at Leſins with Galcacine ; but they 
could nor, by reaſon that a marriner of Venice had broken vromile 
viththem, and diſappomted them: by res ſon whereof, and of other 
danger of the ſea, they cou'd not as yet take ſhipping, nor durft ven · 
ture over the Water. Whereupon G aleacim mt indutiug patiently fo 
long de layes, reſolved io goe hi mſeife over to Vie. Such was his faith 
in che Lord, and his love to his friends, that hee reſfected not the emi»

yced at his returne; and beganne to cheere uptheir hearts with ane 
ee hichetto had brene caſt downe and oppte ſſed with griefe 
diſpaire. But above all other his wife (Madam Uifteria )) ſur- 
paſſed in joy and new conceived delight; hoping {he had now reco- 
vered her moſt deere Lord and beloved bu>band, the onel comfort 
| and theſweer ſolaceof ber life, All (but Galeacine ) . 
ctd at this meeting here: thoug EY 
affeQion to enioythe company of his friends, fo neere, — 
deere unto him : yer his i toy was tempered and allayed with a certaine 
doubting feare which raone in his minde night end day. For the wiſe 
Sentleman well foreſaw , that the fruicion ot that pleaſi re was hut to laſt 
awhile, and ſoone would have an end: for the end of his comming 
was not that which they imagined: and every day new matters ranne 
ju his head; the conſideration wherevf did not a little trouble him, Het 
hach often ſince diſcourſed unto his friends , that all thoſe dayes he lived 
in con inuall feare , to bee ſaddenly apprebo ded, and caſi into ſome - 
fikby priſe; where hea-(hoaldfoend his deyeoin iſhing and la- 
mentations, without any ſolace of hixfdends: yee and be-urterly de- 
barred of the comfortable readi ing of Gods holy word. bur rearne to 
the matter. A bis firſt — entertained with much joy on 
all ſides, and many cheerefull countenances and kinde welcomes. Bit 
alas, within a few dayes all this mirth and —＋ turned into tea res 
and Jamencatjon , ——— griefe when once hee had 
opened to his facher the — his conſtant purpoſe to per- 
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that hee would rather die * fie, — be 2 ; 
then alas, what ſighing, what crying, yea what amentation di 
ir wa them all! But then let the Chriſtian reader judge what a trou- 
bled ſpirit auc woful} heart ihat good mat had in this ſo fearefull a com- 
bare berwizrthergrace of God and his naturaſl affectionsʒ and what a tor- 
ment it was uto hien to fee themall o neere and deere umd fim, labour 
to withdraw bim from God g and*ro fee his conſtaney in Religion 
ſo to grieve them, lich was rhe joy of his one heart. Vet 
taking up with himlelfe as well as nature could, and comforting himſelfe 
in his God, he afterward dealt with his wife in all loving and yet earneſt 
manner that ſhee-would follow him her husband, and delay no lo 
time, bur come and live with him according as the law of God an, 
ture required: whichitthee would doe, hee promiſed her libertyofher 
conſcience ard Religion, to live as ſhe would. Bur for hisowne part, he 
told her aforehand, as ſhe ſhould afrer finde; namely, that hee was firme- 
ly reſolved to live and dye in that Religion, which ( by the hand of 
God leading him) hee had undertaken ; and for the which he had for · 
ſaken country, kindred, and all choſe excellent and comfortable bleſſings 
ofthis life, which God had given him. Here Teaveit to the reader, but 
eſpecially tothe hearts of ſuch women, as being wives, doe truely love - 
their husbands, to jadge with what (obs and Heart- breaking the filly 
Gentlewomen heard theſe words of her husband, whom ſhee now faw 
paſt all hope to be perſwaded to ſtay with her; which ſhe deſired above 
all worldly things. Vet it appeares ĩt was but in meere carnall and world- 
ly reſpeAs, as che conſequent ſhewed : for though ſuee loved him and 
de ſired his company never ſo much; yet beinga wife, worldly, wilfull 
andindeed a right Papiſt, ſhee anſwered him plainely (though with ma- 
ny teares )that ſhe would at ver goe with him to Geneva, nor to any o- 
ther place, where was any other Religion, but that of Rome, and char 
ſhe would not live with him, as long as hee was intangled- wich thoſe 
He rehes ( as {hee called them) whereby ĩt appeares that ſhee was a car- 
nal policike Papiſt. Shee loved him, but where? in Lay; and there 
would live wit lum, but not at Geneva: and why? for in Jie: night 
advance her to the ſtate of a Murtliioneſſi in Geh he coulduot : there 
hee mighe live with him a litæſul of all delights but in Geneve a hard, 
baue, aud obſcure life, and fubje& to many ont ward dangers and miteries 
V which reſpects it was that ſhee was ſo inſtamt upon him to ſtay with 
her. But the concluſion was, her deſire was to injoy him and 1rely both: 
but tacher then ſhee ſhould leave Tealy and the delic ces thereof, ſhee 
chole plainely to fortake him; and to wichdraw the duty of a wife from 
lum. For it may ia no Calc bee atairred({ which aſterward bee imparted 
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to ſome his intireſt and moſt inward friends 
there denyed him that duty which a wife is to yeeld to her hus- 
band by the law of God and nature: that is, ſhee would by nor 
give him due benevolence, not conſent to lie with him as man and wife: 
and gave this reaſon ; that ſhe was expreſſy forbidden of her Conſeſſor, 
under paine of excommunication, becanſe hee was an heretike. Whe ce 
behold Popiſh Religion what it is, chat can ſeparare man and wife for dif- 
paricy in Religion; and can diſcharge men and women from thoſe 
duties of marriage with which God hath charged them. How this mon- 
ſtrous unkindneſſe and unwomanly anſwer pierced his heart, let any 
Chriſtian man judge, whom God hath honoured to bee an husband. Vet 
he overcame and even devoured all cheſe tormentiog griefes, und beate 
them wich an invincible conſtancy and quletneſſe otminde;Yet hee pur- 
poſed not to heare fo great an injury for ever, but to redrefle and helpe 
it if it were poſlible: and therefore hee further wich her, and 
openly and pl. ine ly denounced to her, that unſeſſe ſhe would yeeld him 
that matrimoniall duty, which by Gods law ſhee ought; roeare, 
and lie, and live with him; it would bee a cauſe to make him fne our a 


that ſhee even then and 


her Religion was fo farre ditfering from his. Vet notwithſtanding hee 
ſud, that ſhe firſt re fuſing him, hee had then juſt cauſe to reſuſe her, w 
had firſt by refuſall of that duty refuſed herſelſe as it were, and den 
herſ.Ifero bee his wife. And ſo hee concluded with her, that unleſſe 
would be his wife, he would no longer be her husband. This proteſtari- 
on nodoubt, amazed and troubled her not a little, and vexed the wo- 
mans minde ; e ſpecially for that he was and had alwaies beene ſuch a hus- 
band to her, ſo good and kinde,and every way ſo well deſerving, that ſhe 
loved him as her own eics(therfore more was ſhe to blame, that ſhe eftee- 
med him not as the light of her eyes : ) but though this troubled her fore 
yet it moved her not to her duty; fo good a ſcholar was ſhe in this Po- 
piſh learning, that ſhe would rather jacur her husbands, yea Gods dif 
pleaſure than her Confeſlors ; and rather breake their commandaments 
{o holy andjaſt, than his, which was ſo ungodly, and fo unreaſonable : 
and it alſo leſſe prevailed wich her becauſe ſhe imagined he would not fo 
doe (though he ſpake ſo) but onely did it to feare her, and ſo inſeae 
hereof to make her yeeld unto him.

This fo ſtrange and ex- 
traordiaary pe ſccution, did this goed gentleman ſuffer for Chr iſts 
fake ; and it is matvaile that it did not caufc him to looke backe againe, 
and turne his courſe, But it was Gods doing that his father ſhould uſe 
theſe extreame and violent curſes, ratherthen rogoe about to winne him 
by alluremen:s and gentle petſwaſions: for hee hath often uſed to 
tell bis friends, that this monſtrovs inhumanity and unnaturalnefſe of 
his father did rather confirme and ſettle his minde ; his nature le Dg r- 
ther to be led than drawne, and rather to bee wonne by friendlineſſe and 
faite meanes, then to bee urged by extremities, But God weuld have 
his ſet vont to bee tried by both meanes: namely, the allurements 
ot h fe and themenacingꝭ of his father.

M here he found many faithfull ſet vants of God, and good Chriſtians ; 
who having heard afore that he was gone to Vie, were *

afraid for that imminent and inevitable danger they ſaw he was in, either 
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to have his conſcience a ſlave to popiſh vani:y, or bis perſon a priſoner to 
popiſh cruelty ; therefore they ceaſed not to pray for him night and day: 
— yet for all that they feared greatly what would become of him. 
But whennow at laſt they ſa him returue, both ſound in conſcience and 
ſafe in perſon; and ſuch a glorious conquerer over Satan, and over ſo 
many Ea temptations with which the world and naturall affections 
had aſſailed him: their feare was turned into comfort, their ſorrow iu- 
to joy, and they all glorified the Lord for him, And ſo after mutual 
comfort given and received, hee departed from Venice, and travelled 
thorow X hvtia ard Swi: Ker land; b . he viſited the Churches of the 
Proteſtants, and comforted them greatly with his preſence , and by tel. 
ling them what great things the Lord had done for him: and ſo by the 
good hand of his God upon him, hee came in ſafety to Geneve the 
fourth of October inthe yeare 1558. His ſafe arrivall brought excte- 
ding joy tothe whole Church there; but eſpecially to the /ralian Con- 


* gregation : for his long abſence had brought them into ſome * | 


and doubt, not of any alteration of his Religion, but of ſome cruell and 
falſe meaſures to have been offered him by the deceitfull Papifts, But 
when they ſaw him ſo ſafe ly returned , untouched in conſcience, and un- 
hurt in his perſon ; and that he had paſſed ſo many pikes of eemprationg 

which they knew had beene pitched ag uinſt him; they gavegreatthanks 
to the Lord for him, But when hee had diſcourſed unto them partici- 
larly the whole courſe of the proceedings: fir{t, what a ſtrong battery of 
temptations and aſſaultsthe divell and the world had plan'ed againſt 
him, then how manfully he ſought and wi hſtood, and at]:ift oyercrme 
themall ; they fell into admiration of ſo rare conſtancy, and thought 
him worthy of all honour, co v hom it is given as the Apoſtle ſanh ) 

to lufter ſo much for Chriſt and for Religions ſake : and in all carnelt 


manner they magnified the ſingulargrace and mercy of God cowards 
hun, and towards the whole Church in hin; which had not ſuffred 


his ſervant ( this noble Ga/eacius ) to be ſeduced out of the way of that 
holy calling whereto the Lord had called him; and who had deliveied 
tum from io ſubtle a traine, laid by the policy of the enemy Satan, to 
have intrapt his ſoule and conſcience, by overturning him in therace of 
his Religion : and they all:ckn »wledged that this noble and god] 

Gentleman found it verified in himſeſfe, which the kingly Prophet duch 
in the Palme : Fecenſe hee hath truſted in mee, therefore [ will ſet hins 


free: I will bee wah bim in his trenbles, I will deliver bim. and crowne 


bim with haxony, and in another place, hee that rruſterh in the Lord ſball 


never be confonuded. And thus the Church received adouble benefit by 


him

bim: for firſt. his practice was an example unto them allofa moſt extra- 
ordinary and heayenly conftaney in the love and ptoſeſſion of true Reli

ter a few yeares he began to find in himſelſe ſome reaſons which petſwas 
ded him to thinke it needfull for him to live in the ſtate of tris 
and therefore having thus long waited and Fe ves em a more wiſe and 
tifull anſwer from his wife ; and perceiving by her not anſwerivg , th 
ſhe flill perſiſted in that monſtrous and unnatutall wilfulneſſe, whic 
blinded Popifh mind had formerly undertaken by the perſwaſion of her 
blinde and Popifh guides; he therefore *d to take ſuch courſe fot 
his remedy , as by the law of God and his Churety ſhould in that caſe - 
ſee me allowablc : namely, to be diyorced from her; who for het pare 
had broken the hond and untied the knet of matrimonie, And firft of all 
he impa ted his minde and purpoſe to M. Calvine, and cra ved his pod! 
and 3 co:nſcll 5 4 of ſo great importance, His ond | 
was firftof all, that it was more come: ment & leſſe ſcandalous ro the ene. 
mics ofReligion, if he could abſtaine. But the Gent ied, that 
the caſe was ſo with him as he could not abſtame, and gave him m 
weighty reaſcns which drew him to marriage : and withall participated 
unto him ſome. ſectet rexſons 2 for the which he affirmed it was altoge= 
ther necefſary for him to marry, Holy Cabin us he was ns marrendued 
from God with ſharpnefſe of pd gr ment, and a wiſe and discerminꝑ ſpi· 
rit : ſo he foreſaw plain ly that mati would ſpea ke evi of the ſuel o- 
thers would rake offence at it, ſome would plaincly conde me ity and' 
{pcake evill of Rel giontor i; and the rathes becaiſt (as herruclyfGi

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very ſew. did rightly conceive ibe ſull truth in the doctt jne of divorce- 
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ment: but feweſt of all would or could know the whole circumſt ance of 
this particulat fact. He likewiſe wiſely conſidered that the like preſi- 
dent was ſeldomo ſeene, eſpecially in the Italian Church, whereof this 
Gentleman was a principa'l member, and of {peciall account, both for 
his nobility, birth, and deſcent, and for his zealous love to Religion. All 
which conſiderations, wi h divers other, made reverend Ca/vin not too 
eaſily to ſubſctibe to this purpoſe ard motion of Galeaciu. Not with- 
ſtanding , when the Gentleman urged him out of the word of God and 
good conſcience:with arguments which he ſaw & confeſſed he could not 
ſufficiently anſwer ; therefore leſt he ſhould burdei & trouble tlie conſci- 
ence of ſo good a man, which allcad ged for himſeltc, that he was driven 
by neceſſity to that courſe; he yeclded thus farreto hi: mthat if he would 
repaire unto the learned and reverend Divine Peter Martyr, and akt his 
opmion, and the opinions of allthe learned and chiefe Divines of ætia 
aad Swirz.crland ; and deſire them Teriouſly to conſider of it (as in a mat- 
tet of luch moment, and of ſo great conſequence, it was requiſite) and 
then ſet dowane their judgements in the matter, and the reaſons moving 
them chercunto; hee promiſed that hee would allo ſubſcribe unto them, 
and mo(t willingly yeeld unto bim, whac liberty ſoe ver they did allow 
him: alu ayes provided, that he alſo ſhould ſubmit himſelfe unto their 
cenſure, and ſtland tothe tiiall of their judgements in this caſe. Gala- 
cia moſt willingly yeelded hereunto, as who deſited nothing, but that 
Which the Lord by bis word, and by the voyce of his Church, ſhould 
allow unto him; and ſoraking the courſe that Calvis had adviſed him, 
he cauſed letters to be drawne and ſent to Zurich, Berue, and other the 
Churches of S erland; opening the whole circumſtance of the mar. 
ter, and expounding the caſe trucly and fully; and humbly craycd the 
judgement of the Church ia a caſe of conſcience fo great and doubrfull, 
The chicte Preachers and moſt learned Divines yeelded to his honeſt and 
godly requeſt, andaſlembled about it: the matter was much and long 
debated , and argued at large on both ſides: and after mature delibeta- 
tien, aud ſufficient conſultation had; it was concluded and agreed on by 


them all with one conſent, that hee might v it ſafe conſcie ice depart | 
from that wife, which had firſt of all ou her oe part broken the bond, 


and diflolyed the marriage knot:and forthe proofe of this their opinion, 


many cauſes and rea ſons were alledged and laid done out of the Sctip- 


tares, Fathers, Councils, and out of the Civill law, which is the law al- 
moſt of all countries in Chtiſtendome. All which (both their conclu- 
ſions and their reaſons) were put in writing, and are regiſtred and ſafely 


recorded ; and are kept to this day ready to be ſhewed to W 
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Au baving thus laid his Mn Fi jew; proceodel unker; 
dot full wich the conſent of the Church, and the duc 
— of Law, and the courle of luſtice in ſuch caſes, he craved 
publikely ofthe Magiſtrate that he might bee divorced ,that is, chat hee 
might be to be free and diic from that wife, whe had 
already cur off her ſelfe from bim · Thel conſidering the truth 


and circumiſtance of the caſe, 2 with the j of the Di- 
vines, whereunto alſo was agreeable the jud the Law, gramed 
wato him, as by his advocates it was and ſo in publike Court, 


aud by ſemtence definite, and irrevocable, he was dlvorced, and was pro- 
nounced to be free, and diſcharged of his former wife Wilteria; and chat 
it was lawfull for him and in his choice to live unmatried, orto 
as hee himſclfe would. After which liberty obtained, hee 
the matter to his friends , and N himſelſe to think of axother 
wife, he asked their advices in alſo. And herein he tookethag

For ſo jt was 
chat at the ſame time, a certain*gzarle vom 10f Fraue, a widow came 
from R a4. to Geneve, for true Religions ſake, which ſhe loved and pro. 
fefled, and for the love of it leſt her counrey, and cam: thither for liberty 
of het conſcience, She was a muronly, anJ a grave woman, and well 
reported of for ber modeſty, honeſty, feate of God and for manifold good 

ualities : her name was un Fremeris , and was about forty yeares 
All which circumftances Galeaciu well obſerying, thought her a 


fit and convenient wife for him: and fo with theconſent & liking of other 
his good friends, he tooke her to wife, and married he: the ſixteenth day 
of Tanuary 1560. and inthe three and fottieth yeare of his age; and 
fired tog-ther many yeares after with mich comfort one of another, a 
in an excellen agreement, being boch of the lame Religion, and of one 
minde; alwayes drawing ia one yoke , and jbraring ove burden; di- 
riding ic betwixt them; whether it was joy or ſorrow: fo that the un- 
quietneſſe of life paſt, was no v recompenced with a lifefull of all con- 
eruely loved ef her, they ſpent 
their dayes in all mutuall comfort, ſolacing themſelves in their quiet and | 
ptivate i ſe, aud joying iu the mutuall faithfulneſſe and loyalty which one 
performed to another. Loe thus ſhall che man be bleſſed that feareth 
the Lord. 


Gu ar. XX VI. 
Of bis courſe of life after his marriage : his frogalicy. 


O being married , he laboured ro deliver and disburden himſc!fe 
of worldly cares; and therefore he preſcrived to himelfe a ſparing 
and frugall courſe of life; reſolving to keepe hi mmſelfe within the com- 
of hisrevenue, which although it was as mue' againe as it was a- 
e, by his wives dowrie : yet by many other hindrances was latte leſſe 
then heretoſote it had hrent. And firſt for his houſhold his care was to 
have it as little as might be, and therefore for his ſeryice and attendance, 
he onely kept two maidſervants: and for himfelfe , he ledde his life in 
uu ſobriety, and in very m=anceſtate, yet alwayes free from ſordid 

aſeneſſe, and alwaies keeping a ſermely decorum ; never wanting any 
thing that was neceſſaty, nor haying much that was ſuperfluous, His 
attire was plaine and homely , bucalwayes com ly, cleane and hand- 
fone - and hre that in his one counttey might nave beene Lord of fo 
many tenant's , and commanderot fo muy ſervants, did now walke 


the Rreets of Genevs alone, often not having the attendance of one 
man: yes hee would not diſdaine go come hiauẽlſe into the market, not

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thinke ſcorne to provide himſelſe of neceſſaties: and ſomerime would : 
buy and home fruites, herbs, roots, and ſuch othet things. And His bon ity 
life, together wich liberty of true Religion, hee eſteemed and lowly 
greater happineſſe then the Marqueſdome of Dam. Ard alchough by mine. 
this courſe of life he could ſcarce he diſcerned from an ordinary man, and 
from the common ſort of people: norwithſtanding in his countenance 
appeared that gravity,in his geſtures, behaviours, and in his 
ſhone chat comely ma /eſſ y; ad any wiſe man to have ſcene him, and 


world : whichalſo was ſo much che greater, becauſethat with his excel. bctayor d. 

lency of birth and perſon, and perfection of all gentlemanly behaviours 

was joyned true godlineſſe, and the feate of God, which of it (*Ife isof 

ſuch force as it is able even to honeur him, who wanteth theſe worldly 

orvaments and outward perfectiors. How much therefore did it mag · 

niſie him who had it in ſo great a meaſure, and accompanied with ſo ma- 

ny true complements of gentry and honour ? By all which it came to 

paiſe that ſo many parts of the chiefeſt excellencies mee ing in that one 

man, made him to ſhine above othet the members of the Church, even as 

the moon amongſt the ſtars, So that the Italian Church, though but lit- 

tle of it ſelfe; yet by the vertues and werthinefle ofthis one noble gentle · 

man, ſeemed to be compared with the whole Churchof Geneva, Aud 8 % ges lie 

he was acredit and honour unto that Church, ſo was he againe moſt ho- he 3 — 

nourably eftcemed of that Church: yea not onely of that Church, but of ed n Ge» | 

the whole Church and fate of Geneve: for not one Senatour nor Magi. "cvs, 

ſtrate ofehe px , not one of the Preachers and-Miniſtcrs of the Church 

wastobe found, which had notalwayes inthcir mcuches, the commen- 

dation ofnoble Galeaciu yea he was honoured and highlyeſtzemed of 

by chem all, and it was hard co ſay whether he was more loved or admi- 

red amongſtthem, Ina word, he was loved of all men, looked at of all 

men, ſpokea of by all men, magnificd and extolled, yea wondredat ofall 

men; and though he knew not many himſelfe , yet all men laboured to 

know him. No publike meeting was, appointed, no ſolcmne feaſt was 

made, whereto this our Ge/carime was, not ſolemnly called: yea every 

mau was deſtous of him, and happy was he that might have his compa- 

nie: yea they thought their mee tig graced , and theit houſes honoured They ful cal- 

with his preſence; and in all aſſemblics the chicfeſt and higheſt roome 1.4 fm by 

was offered him: yea wasthruft upon him, though he nothing at all re. he title of 

ſpected it. And although hee refuſed the name and title of . Marguelſe, 

becauſe , be ſaid, the Emperour had cut off his ſucceſſion, and depri- 

ved him of chat hongur becauſe W Religion: notwichftaud ie 
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do what ke could , he was called by no othername all his hte long, and 
that not by ſome few his friends and favourites, but by all ſorts of men, 


eyen ſtrangers chemſelves , and ſuch as were not of his Religion. For all 
men thinking that he had inj iry to be deprived of his lawfull ſucceſſion; 


therefore though they could ner give him the living and eſtate, yer they 


pave him all they coul d, that is, the name and title. Such were his no- 
le and gentlemanly qualities (beſides hi: Chriſtian vertues) that they 

wonne the love and hiking of all men; and cauſed them to honour him 
farre above that bedefired or cared for: yea every one laboured to ſhew 

any ſervice or to performe any duty of love and kindneflc towards him: 
nay ſtrangers themſelves were deſitous to ſee him, and were dravyne into 
an admiration of him: inſomuch as whenſoeyer any of che nobility or 
Princes of Chriſtendome, eſpecially of Italy , did travell to ſee forreigne

8 nations ; and for the moſt pact taking Geeevs in their way (which place 


generally all travellers have a great deſire to ſce) they would by no 
meanes oinit to ſee and viſit Ga/eacins, Thus did Francis and A/phon- 
ſau the young Dukes of Ferrara Oclaviu the Prince of Seleram e and 
thus did Ferne/ine the Duke of Pra, and divers other: who in their 
travell comming by Geneve entertained him in all the of 
courceſic and of honour, no leſſe then if he had beene at Naplerim his for- 
mer glorie; or if he had ſtill been a courtier in the Em Court, as 


heretofore he had been. Ius word, no noble man, no Ambaſſadour, no 


reat ſchollar, vo man of note, of any forregne nation came that way, 
bh preſently they uſed meanes to have a fight of this noble Marqueſſe; 
and tor the moſt part deſited to have ſome _—_— and conference with 
him : So that he was reſorted unto continually by men of all ſorts; 
25 though hee had not been a private man, keeping a meane cttare and 
dwelling in a little houſe : but rather as though hee had beene 2 great 
Prince in the Court, or one neere in place to che Emperour himſelſe. 
But though all mendefired his acquaintance and company, and he againe 
Was not curious in that point, but courteous to all as occaſion was offe- 
red: yet fot the moſt patt, his moſt familiat conyerſation was witk the 
men of his owne nation: namely, with his counttie men the /ralievs, of 
whom there was a flouriſhing Church at Genevs at the ſame time; and 
Which alſo flouriſhed the bettet by his meancs ; as heretofote hath been 
declared, A whom though he behaved himfelte, it is doubtfull 
whether more civilly, or more humbly ; yet fot al that he was honoured 
of them all, and uſed more like « Lord than a ptivate mant which al. 
: h he in reſpect deſerved, yet by no meanes deſired. And ſo 
beſides all his worthy and excellent parts, his humble miode and frieni- 
converſatien made him more honourable, And to ſpeake — 1 
| . cru 
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tuch of him, out of all queſtion hee was not onely a good Chriſtian, but 
(which is not alwayes ſeen a perfeR and an abſolute man: yes & man can His cn tete 
hardly name any ofchoſe good parts and amiable qualities which forthe and a, ab. lies 
moſt part do winne a man love in the world: which were not to be found 
in this noble gentleman. For beſides his noble birth and princelyeduca- 
tion, his Religion and true feareof God, he vas alſo humby minded , aff1= |. 
ble, courtcous, and friendly to all men: hee was wiſe, diſcreer, of good 3 
conceit, and of an excellent ſpeech anꝗ diſcouiſe. It would have deſigh- Hu cloquen e 
ted a man to have heard him (peak; for as his memory was exceeding, andabiluy of 
cod, ſo his uatutall eloquence, his ſmooch Rile, his caſie , qtict and ſpeech. 
ſeemely delivery , made his ſpeech to bee greatly commended ot all that 
heard him. A man would have wondr*d to ſee how many even of the 
beſt ſort would have laboured to have beene in his company, and as it 
were have catched up, and eaten bis words from bis mouth, when it 
pleaſed him to diſcourſe of ſome of thoſe exploits and adventures, which 
had fallen within the compoſſe of his one knowledge: as of the Em- 
perour Charles the fifth his voyage into Pre vence, and of big war es 
warres whichke wagedia Gelderland, againſt the Duke of Cleve, and of 
many other great affaires and ſpeciall implo yments. Neither vg he only 
| fit compamienfor gen le nen and meu of eſtate, but ſuch was the mild - iin mifdneſſe 
neſſe of his nature and diſpoſition, that hee at alſo kinde and courtcous to his infe. 
to men of lower place, and moſt of all to rhe pore, mongſt whom, if tivuis, 
they weie godly and honeſt be would converſe as familiarly, as with his 
equalls, or with men of greater place. Ile was alſo of a ſtee and hiberall  . 
heart, no pooie or diſtreſſed man did ever require his aſſiſtance, or crave ws wg | 
his helpe, bur preſently he would reach unto them his helping hand, and FOO 
relieve chem by all meanes ke could, yea the want of his former wealech = 
aud loſſe of bis Marqueſdome, did never gtieve him, but when hee had 
not where wit hall to exerciſe his char ie, towards the poore fouleg of 
God: it was bis joy and delight to be lending and giving to thoſe that 
wanted, and in that reſpect o ely hee often wiſhed bimlelſe as great a 
man in Geeys xs he was in /raly: but to his power and ability h's good 
werkesdid farre exceed the proud and Phariſaical papifts , who gltoriein His good 
their workes,, and will be ſzyed by them. Priſoners and men hi danger 376 0e 
did often feele his bountie ; he omitted not to viſit his ſicke brethizen,and deedes, 
that moſt diligently : ſuch as were poore hee relieved ; yea the xicheſt 
and learnedſt of all, did think are . incheir fickne ſſes happy to have n, geainarie 
him wich them; his preſence and company, but eſpecially his talke and exerciles of 
Chriſtian cxhorcations were ſo comfortable unto them. His ordinary k«ligion, pub.

che profeſſion of Religiou. Neither ſtayed hee here, but beſide this pub - 


like care and labour, hee alſo was daily well occupyed in more pry vate 
mattets: for where ever hee ſaw, oblerved, ot heard of any diſſentions, 
ſuits in law, or controverſics amongſt Chriftian neighbouts, hee was 
exctedingcareſullto cud and compaſſꝭ them; and for that end. as he had

AN thus he lived at Geneva many yeares,full of oy and quietneſſc. 
comforts and contearment; farte from all worldly ambition, and 
as u were ſorgerting what he was, and what he was born: te inis wor ld 
enely reſpecting whatſhe was to jaherit in the world to come 3 and a5 he 
had begun ſo he continued in a loathing and deteſtation ef all popiſh ſu- 
perſticion, and impieties. But with this great quietneſſe of minde and 
conſciencethere wanted not ſome cutward and corporall rexations : for 
after his long peace, new aff]:\@ions, and Rormes came upon him, where» 
by the Almighty. would yet better trie him, and make his faith, his hope, 
is patieno erance to ſhire more gloriouſly ; that fo after- 
ward hee might receive a more excellent reward, and a more glorious - 
crowne,For firſt of all, he ſell ſicke of a grieycus, doubtfull and dange» 
rous diſeaſe, which had bred upon him by abou dance of rheume, where 
by hee became ſo ſhort winded that he could hardly draw his breath; 
by force of ſuch weaknes he was exceedingly tormented night and day: 
for the good an was confrained ofcentimes to fit up whole gb 
together, avd was faineto be removed fromroometo roome, and from 
one place to another, to ſee if by any meanes he might take ſome 1:epr, 
which by the vehemency of this diſeaſe wasalmeſt qui e gone from him 
This diſeaſe had growne upon him by reac n of his many and long and 
ſore . * he had taken by ſea and by land for his conſcience 
ſake: and ofthe great diſtempers and al:erations of the ſtate of his body

came to Certvs out of Itaiy n nephew of his, the naturall ſonne of his 


owne ſiſtet, with letters to him from his former wife Fiſteriathe Mar- 
chioneſſe, as alſo from his eldeſt ſonne the Jag : unto 
which letters this youog Gentleman being alio a ſcholler, added many 


words of his one to li tle purpoſe; labouting to perſwade and allure 


him with much and vaine babling, that now ac the laſt hee would ac- 


knowledge his error, and returne home againe to his owne country to 
his former Religion, and to his ancient inheritance, thatgoodly Mar- 
queſdome. The principall cauſe both of their writing, and his com- 
ming ſo farre was this; becauſe that if hee would now at laſt returne 
againe, hereby he ſaid that out of all doubt he might advance his youn- 
g-it ſonne Charles, either to the princely State of a Cardinall, or at leaſt 
to be ſome great Biſhop, For, dich hee, whereas your ſonne is now ad- 
mitted into holy orders, and is) for his great friends and alliance, and 
for his ſpec iall towardlineſſe) inpoſſibility of ſo great preferment, your 
pertinac y and obſtinate perverſene ſſe, in following and defend ing a new 
found and upſtart Religion;and cor demned (as he ſaid) by all the great 
eſtates of 7raly, is the yery hinderance of your ſons preferment. Theſc 
Linde ofnewes how highly they offended the holy and Chriſtian ſoule 
of chisthrice noble Ga/cacrws, who from his heart abhorced , and in his

aving with much griefe of minde hard thus much ofthis unfayonry and 
unpleaſant meſſage, and not able longer to ſotbeare, he firſt ofall tooke 
the lerters, and before his fa ce that brought them, tue ti em into the 
hire; and then briefely, but g avely, wiſely, and zealouſly he ſhaped him 
his anſwer by word of mouth; thinking ſo bad and baſe a meſſage une 
worthy the time and labour of wiiting. And firſt of all hee told him, 
that there could not have come to him more heavie and unwelcome 
newes of his ſonne than theſe : that hee was ſo blinde aPapiſt , that for 
the hope of this worldly advancement hee would venture the ruine and 
{ibverfion of his foule, And bad him tell his fonne that he would hin. 
det him inthat ungodly coutſe by all meanes hee could: and be faid, hee 
knew not whether it more gricved him to fee the vanity of his ſons pro. 
ceeding, then it rezoyeed him that it lay in his power any wayes to hin- 
ger him in the fame : Vea, ſuith he, know thou, and let that my feduced 
ſont e know, that ycu could have uſed ſcarte any argument unt o mee ſo 


forcible to make mi e perſiſt in my Religion, and to deteſt Popery , 


'as his; that in fodoingp I way hinder my fonne from the 'abomina. 
dle digtuties of the Popiſh Church: and therefore faith hee, returre 
my fone this anſ ere that in ſtead of helping him to theſe prefer-
